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The Depression’s Lesson 


Sometime within the month the 
Andover Board of Assessors will an- 
nounce the tax rate for the present 
year. Nothing definite can be given out 
as yet in connection with what the rate 
will actually be, but it will undoubtedly 
be lower than it has been for years. 
However, the people of Andover should 
not conclude from this that the town is 
on Easy Street, for no town is so well-off 
that it cannot find some means of 
making its accounts look even more 
healthy. 

At the annual town meeting it was 
estimated that the rate would be $21.50 
per thousand. Not since 1917 had it 
been so low. This might lead the voters 
to consider the town in such a good 
financial condition that they might 
agree to appropriate extra funds for 
somebody's pet project or for some 
supposed “emergency.” However, the 
rate taken by itself means nothing; 
what the taxpayer cares about most 1s 
the size of his bill. If the valuations 
today were as low as the valuations back 
in 1917, there might be some justifica- 
tion for Andover’s congratulating itself 
on its tax situation. However, with the 
big boost in most valuations a year ago, 
it is absolutely foolish to compare our 
rate with that of 1917. Our record is 
nowhere near so satisfactory as it as 
fifteen years ago, but it should be. We 
must still wateh our expenditures very, 
very carefully. 

The depression has made the voters 
of Andover wisely conservative in the! 
appropriation of the taxpayer’s money. 
With conditions seemingly looking much 
better the lesson of the past few years 
must still be kept in mind. Local, state, | 


and federal governments must remem- 
ber that money cannot be thrown away 
merely because there happens to be 
plenty of it at a particular time. All the

Loeal Poultryman 
Receives Praise 


Norman Morgan, local poultryman, was 
the subject of an interesting article in the 
August issue of the l'ssex Farmer and Home 
maker, published by the Essex County 
Agricultural schoo}. The article follows: 

For the last six years Norman Morgan, a 
gra luate in the class of 1925 from the Essex 
County Agricultura! school, has been manag- 
ing the Braeland Poultry Farm in Andover 
In February of this year he leased the farm 
property and with the assistance of Mrs. 
Morgan has been running the farm for him- 
self. 

Specializing in Rhode Island Reds he had, 
in February, three thousand layers, and in 
the spring seven thousand young chicks.

Spread over the large area of his farm are 
twelve brooder houses, a three-decker barn 
with a capacity for fifteen hundred laying 
hens, two houses with a capacity for two 
thousand birds each, twelve open-air shelters, 
and a brooding equipment for forty-five 
hundred chic's with one fire to brood them all. 
For the third season he is using a 9200-egg 
electric incubator. 

In addition to his poultry equipment, Mr. 
Morgan has a newly erected wayside stand 
which he supplies with dressed poultry, eggs, 
and garden products.

Ipswich Employees to 
Be Asked to Give Pay 


(By the Ipswich Chronicle) 

IPSWICH—The Committee in charge of 
the Town's Unemployment Relief projects 
will have by the end of this week expended 
the amounts available, and the unemployed 
will then be left without jobs. The committee 
believe that instead of asking further ap 
propriations, the town employees including 
the schools, salaried officials, teams and 
trucks should provide an unemployment 
relief fund by authorizing the Town Treas- 
urer to deduct 10 per cent of their pay, to be 
applied to unemployment relief and expended 
for such projects as a town meeting may 
direct. Such a plan has been followed in 
many communities, and is supported by the 
selectmen. There is a very wide spread feeling 
here, that a voluntary arrangement of this 
nature, will preserve untouched the present 
rates of compensation, and avoid what 
otherwise is deemed as inevitable, a vote in 
town meeting to make a reduction in all 
compensation paid to town employees. 

The Committee’s figures indicate that 10 
per cent of the present pay roll would bring 
to unemployment relief a sum between $1300 
and $1400 per month. 


Rate in Braintree Kept 
Low by High Valuation 


(By the Braintree Observer) 

BRAINTREE—The Braintree tax rate 
for 1932, as announced by the Board of 
Assessors, will be $31.40 per thousand, an 
increase of only 60 cents, despite increased 
appropriations of $104,000 and a $9000 jump 
in the state tax. The a ors were able to 
keep the rate to a comparatively slight in- 
crease by an additional valuation of $700,000. 

In announcing the rate, the assessors issued 
a warning to the voters that if a decrease in 
rate is desired in 1933, it will be absolutely 
necessary to pare appropriations at the an- 
nual town meeting. The tax rate is decided 
on town meeting floor, the assessors merely 


carrying out the mandates of the citizens 
Suggestion was made that the taxpayers take 
a copy of the 1932 appropriations to the 
spring town meeting, to be used, as a guide 
in the attempt to cut expenditures so that a 
reduction in the tax rate is possible 

The assessors state that the increased 
valuations do not fall on the home owners. 


Yeedy Cases Investigated 
by Palmer Relief Board

PALMER—The Board of Public Welfare 
has approximately 120 families on its list as 
receiving assistance from the town. All new 
applicants for assistance are asked to sign an 
affidavit before witnesses which sets forth his 
or her condition.

It 
is the board’s intent that any needy case 
shall be taken care of but so many rumors 
have been circulated that impositions have 
occurred that extreme caution is being exer- 
cised. The Board would welcome definite 
information in regard to any of its cases at 
all times. 

The selectmen have not said much about 
the so-called secret committee which is to 
assist them in the investigation of the Sol- 
diers’ relief cases but it is understood that 
this committee is now in operation. 


Tax Boost in Palmer 
Offset by Low Valuation 


(By the Palmer Journal-Register) 
PALMER—The Board of Assessors have 
announced the 1932 tax rate as $28.00 pei 
thousand valuation. While this is an increase 
of $1.30 over the 26.70 rate of 1931 it will 
work out as an actual reduction in most cases 


due to the general decrease in valuation. | 


This latter item has lowered the total valua 
tion of the town nearly a million and a half 
dollars. Then another important factor is 
that the amount to be raised this year falls 
$22,590 less than 1931. This helpful item, 
however, is nearly offset by the decreased tax 
returns from the State on the Income and 
Corporation receipts.

Cause Cut in Hours 


| (By the Lexington Townsman) 
I LEXINGT( IN—Because of the many 
inquiries concerning the recent decision to 
place town employees in the highway and 
water departments on a four-day week, the | 
Townsman is glad to give the following 
detail. 

The necessary cut in the working hours of 
men in these departments, with its accom- | 
panying reduction in total wage earnings, is | 
hot, aS many persons suppose, due to the | 
work being done by or money being used for 
unemployment relief. The present situation 
in these departments arises directly from the 
reductions in the town budget as compared 
with appropriations for last year, combined 
with the lack of special jobs which were under 
way last year and for which special appropria 
tion hadbeen made 

The town appropriated last year $60,000 
for highway maintenance and construction, 
and $76,000 for water and sewer work This 
year the appropriations were reduced in the 
Highway department to $45,000 and in the 
water department to $25,000. These figures 
in themselves tell the story, but to this is 
added the completion last year of two special 
projects. 


Lexington Appoints New 


Official for Welfare Work 


(By the Lexington Townsman) 

LEXINGTON—At the meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen last week, Lawrence G. 
Mitchell was appointed Agent for the Board 
of Public Welfare for the town. This is a new 
office created this year because of the un 
precedented increase in the work. A year ago 
not more than fifty families were listed as 
needing attention from the Welfare Depart- 
ment and it was possible to handle these 
through the Selectmen’s office, Mrs. Richard 
Whittemore, clerk of the office, taking charge 
of all details. At that time there was no un 
employment relief fund to complicate deci- 
sions 

As reported in the Townsman last week, 
230 pergons have applied since the first of the 
year, making an amount of a work requiring 
detailed investigation such as was humanly 
impossible for one womhn to carry on without 
assistance, let alone combining it with regular 
selectmen’s office work. The result has been 
that neither has it been possible to give to the 
Public Welfare and Unemployment relief 
work proper thought, nor has the selectmen’s 
| work gone forward with its usual efficiency. 

Mr. Mitchell will direct all Public Welfare 
and Unemployment Relief and will be direct- 
| ly responsible to the board of selectmen, He | 
| will at once start on a re-investigation of all 
cases now on the books, and will therefore be 
in the Town Office building only during | 
| office hours, which he will announce shortly. | 
| The remainder of his time will be spent in 
| visiting the homes of applicants and becom 
ing cognizant of the situation in regard to 
each.
